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Although Salvadoran aid for the Nicaraguan revolutionary movement against 
Somoza has been denied for the present, Major Oscar Osorio, one of the 
leaders of the governing junta in El Salvador, has given his personal 
promise to revolutionists Vicente Saenz and Juan Jose Meza that within one
